“TIME FOR ACTION” CALL TO LR.O. 


Ihe Preparatory Committee of the Internationa! 
Refugee Organisation, which opened in Lausanne 
last week, has been asked by Sit Herbert Emerson. 
Director of the Intergovernmental Committee on 
Refugees, to speed up iS work so that the danger 
of an interruption in relief activities on behalf of 
refugees and D.P.s may be avoided when Unrra 

winds up its functions at the end of June. Con- 
tinuity of operations of all relief agencies was 
absolutely essential, said Siu Herbert. Time for 
action had come. 

Submitting his report to the opening session, the 
Executive Secretary, Mr. Arthur J. Altmeyer, said 
that there would still be a serious time-lag between 
the ending of Unrra’s operatrons and the actual 
functioning of the I.R.O. M. Altmeyer also reported 
on imterum measures to be taken.

JEWISH SPIRITUAL MOVEMENTS 


Giving his final lecture in the course on “Spiritual 
Movements in Jewish History” at North London 
Zion House on Thursday of last week, the Rey 
B. Cherrick spoke of the spiritual movements in 
Jewish life in the 19th and 20th centuries, and said 
that the Hibat Zion Movement was the most 
important movement in Jewry in the 19th century, 

The last century, he added, also produced various 
spiritual movements connected with Jewish learn- 
ing and literature, the Haskalah Movement which 
flourished in this period giving a great revival to 
the Hebrew language. Yiddish, which saw a deter- 
mined effort to turn the spoken language of the 
people into a cultural element had, during this 
period, produced some of its greatest writers, poets, 
and playwrights. A smaller but widely influential 
movement was the Juedische Wissenschaft, which 
centred round such great figures as Geiger. Zunz. 
and Graetz. 

The turn of the century, said Mr. Cherrick, saw 
the Hibat Zion formed into the broader stream of 
Zionism. Within Zionism, Ahad Haam in particu- 
lar, represented the great aitempt to impose the 
spiritual direction of the movement. To-day, the 
spiritual movement within the Jewish people was 
directed not towards Palestine but came from 
Palestine.

SIR DAVID WALEY

Last Week's Debates 


Ai last Friday's meeting ol the Steering 
mittee, Dr. J. Wintewicz, the Polish delegate, pro- 
posed that the Jewish Agency should be permitted 
io state the Jewish case at the pienary session of 
the General Assembly Ihe Jewish problem, he 
said, could not be isolated trom the Palestine 
problem Many Palestinian Jews came from 
Poland, which was concerned with their fate 
Ihree and a half milhon Polish Jews had been 
exterminated, he declared. He then cred the 
Mandate to urge that the Jewish Agency. was an 
internationally. recognised body. Ihe United 
Nations Charter, he asserted, provided for the hear- 


ing by the General Assembly of some non- 
governmental bodies 
Ihe General Secretary ol the Assembly, Mi 


Iryave Lic, said that requests of such groups had 
previously been turned down without even being 
brought before the General Committee. He 
thought that the recommendation to hear the 
Jewish Agency -in the Assembly would create a 
precedent and reduce the General Assembly to 
commiuttee work 

Senator Warren ithe U.S.A. delegate, 
objected to the proposal on the grounds tha 
America thought the special session should be 
devoted to procedural matters only and should limit 
itself to appointing a committee. It was not 
briefed, he said, to decide on a fair and jusi 
solunion After staung that the Agency did not 
represent all Jews, and after mentioning that the 
U S.A. Government had received communications 
from certain Jewish groups {the Bergson groups, 
the American Council for Judaism, etc.], refusing 
io acknowledge the Jewish Agency as their spokes- 
man, Senator Austin moved his resolution leaving 
the question of hearing the Jewish Agency to the 
discretion of the Pohtical Committee. 

M. Gromyko, the Russian delegate, pomted out 
that while the Arabs had presented their case more 
or less fully, no Jewish voice had been heard either 
in the Steering Committee or in the plenary Session. 
The question of Palestine, he said, was largely a 
question of arrangements to be made for Jews, 
and it must also be of the greatest imterest and 
concern to an important section of the Palestine 
population, namely, the Jews. It would, therefore, 
he urged, be unjust to deprive Jewish representa- 
tives of the right to explain their point of view 
regarding Palestine. He dismissed the legalistic 
argument that there was no provision in the Charter 
for an invitation such as that suggested for the 
Jews by saying there was nothing m the Charter 
which expressly torbade Jewish representatives to 
give their views. Nor, he said, would giving a 
hearing to Jewrsh representatives harm the prestige 
of the United Nations. On the contrary, not to 
admit the Jews would do greater harm to the United 
Nations prestige. For the Jews to appear before 
the Political Committee and not the General 
Assembly was, he argued, inconsistent.

“Create a Precedent” 


Ihe Czech delegate urged that if no precedent 
existed for the Jews to appear before the General 
Assembly, one should be created. 

Only Russia and Czechoslovakia, in addition to 
Poland, voted for the Polish proposal, which was 
lost by eight votes to three, with three abstentions. 
Ihe American resolution, recommending the 
General Assembly to refer requests for hearing on 
the Palestine sacblem to the First Committee, was 
then carried. 

The Polish delegate again urged, on Friday after- 
noon, this time at the General Assembly itself, that 
the Jewish Agency be given a seat in the General 
Assembly. He was again supported by M. 
Gromyko, who said that the Jewish Agency's case 
was unique, and therefore there could be no prece- 
dent against it being heard by the General 
A A method of procedure could be found, 
if the principle were accepted, he insisted. He 
also pointed out that the American proposal only 
dealt with the reference of Jewish memoranda to 
the Political Committee but did not make provision 
jor their appearance before the Commitiee. The 
Polish proposal was again defeated.

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HAOTIC AUSTRIA 
Jews Return—Others Leave 


A first group of 175 Austrian Jews returning 
from Palestine has arrived in Vienna. 

Most of them said that they could not accustom 
themselves to the climate in Palestine, and added 
that they had been moved to return by announce- 
ments about property restoration. 

Small groups of Austrian Jews are also returning 
every week from Russia, France, Italy, and othe 
countries. 

Three hundred Jewish D.P.s were turned back 
when they tried to cross the border from Germany 
Austria near Salzburg recently. 
The flow of Jewish “ infiltrees"’ from Rumania 
and Poland into Austria 1s also continuing, despite 
the recent U.S. order closing D.P. camps to them 

for the first time since the closing down of 
Jewish institutions by the Nazis, a Jewish schoo! 
ts now functioning in Vienna. [t was reopened by 
the Jewish Community, with the aid of the 
American Jewish Joint Distribution Committee.

PRESIDENT BENES CHAMPIONS 
JEWISH STATE 


Delegates of the European Consultative Council 


of the World Jewish Congress, which has been 


meeting im Prague, were last week received by 
President Benes, who reiterated his support. of 
Zionist demands for the establishment of a Jewish 
State in Palestine. The deputation was introduced 
by Mr. A. L. Easterman. 

Ihe first task of restored democracy, Dr. Benes 
Geclared, must be the ending of racial anti-Semitism. 
“The next thing to be settled,” he added, “is the 
fulfilment of your yearning for a free homeland of 
your own. My attitude towards Zionism has been 
clearly stated me before now. I consider the 
siting up of a Jewish State in Palestine as the ooly 
possible and just solution of the global Jewis 
question. I have promised that, whenever an oppor- 
tunity presents itself to me, I shall give a helping 
hand towards its realisation.” 

Mr. S. §. Silverman, M.P., Chairman of the 
British Section of the World Jewish Congress, who 
has just returned from Prague, told me (writes a 
Jewish CHRONICLE representative) that he was 
Particularly struck by the vitality and courage with 
which the communities most ravaged by Nazi 
occupation were setting about the re-creation of 
Organised communal life. Over 1,000,000 of the 
surviving 2,000,000 Jews in non-Russian Europe, he 

eclared, were determined to remain in Europe and 
rebuild their shattered lives. 

Among the questions discussed in Prague, he 
said, were Jewish needs in the Austrian and German 

reaties; the condition of D.P.s, the impending end 
of Unrra’s functions, and the preparation for the 
1.R.O., and the ultimate use for rehabilitation of 
heirless Jewish property. The World Jewish Con- 
gress would be presenting these policies to individual 

overnments and at International Conferences, and 
to the institutions of the United Nations. 


The Swiss Government has agreed to admit 200 
Jewish D.P.s from ny, Austria, and Italy, to 
take a six-weeks’ course at an Ort training 
school. On their return, the D.P.s will themselves 
act as Ort imstructors.

Papers arte often stolen from Alsatians for this 
purpose. Life in Germany is not too pleasant, and 
many Nazis feel they have a “job” to do in France 
This kind of work will be well paid for by those 
who prepare secret arms dumps to use against the 
Republic. Some Germans pretend to be Poles. 
and numbers of them do in fact come from parts 
of Prussia now ceded to Poland According to 
the New York Hrratp Trisune, about 50.000 
escaped German prisoners of war are now living 
and working in Paris: and many of them are 
ex-members of the S.S. and other Nazi organisa 
tions They collaborate with the French Fascists 

There are rumours that the Fascist underground 
in France actually receives its rders from 
Germany, transmitted by young ex-Wehrmacht and 

S. men who, on their way to Spain, spend some 
time in France. Usually, they are on their way 
to enrol in the Spanish Foreign Legion, hoping 
one day to return and “free” their Fatherland. On 
the journey, they are fed and helped by powerful 
Organisations which supply them also with neces- 
sary documents. In Munich and Hamburg, there is 
a network of recruiting centres. andl in the 
Pyrenees there are special posts from which the 
Germans are conducted through the mouwntaim 
passes into Spain. In Toulouse and other French 
cities, are camouflaged clearing centres Every 
week, the Spanish consulate in Zirich grants 
dozens of visas to “Free Germans” who wish (to 
volunteer for the Spanish Foreign Legion, or who 
are going to Spain as “tourists in this way 
entire unis of S.S. and Wehrmacht, commanded 
by officers, are smuggied into Spain 

According to the Paris Press, the whole organtsa- 
tion is directed by Col. Morano and the Marquis 
of Olorato, of Franco's Intelligence Department 

These activities increase the nervousness among 
European Jewry and sharpen the tension on the 
question of Palestine, to which the majority of the 
survivors of Hitler's concentration camps look for 
a potential shelter in case of a Fascist revival in 
Europe. 


NATURALISATION DIFFICULTIES 
IN INDIA 


[From our Correspondent-—-New Dent] 


Information seems to indicate that the suspen- 
sion by the Government of India of the operation 
of the Indian Naturalisation Act, will mainly affect 
Jewish immigrants from Europe who went to India 
immediately before or during the war. It also 
affects non-Indians from other parts of the 
Commonwealth: but the anxicty on the part of 
those to secure Indian nationality is not so great. 

Those who have already taken steps to secure 
naturalisation, or who have been naturalised, are 
not affected. 

Most of the Jewish immigrants from Europe live 
in Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Delhi, and other 
cities. Bombay has a big colony, some of whose 
members take an active part im national politics 
and jocal municipal! affairs. 

It appears that the matter was the subject of 

ivate representations by delegates at the recent 
Conference to Pandit Nehru and 
Sardar Patel. 

A four-point report on racial adopted 
by the Conference, advocated complete legal! 
equality and religious freedom for all citizens and 
racial groups, and equality before the law for 
foreign immigrants 

Delegates held that a distinction must be made 
between immigrants who identified themselves with 
their country of adoption and applied for naturali- 
sation, and those who chose to remain nationals 
of their mother country. 


Karl Rahm, former commander of the Terezin 
hetto. in Czechoslovakia, was last week executed 
or crimes committed against thousands of Jewish 
victims. Before his death, Rahm stated that he 
was sorry for what he had done and begged the 
Jews for forgiveness 


The second transport of Jewish D.P.s from the 
British zone in Germany, who were given Palestine 
immigration certificates under the schedule, left for 
Palestine this week. The transport was arran 
jointly by the Jewish Agency for Palestine, Hias, 
and the “ Joint.” 

A $2,000,000 campaign for overseas relief has 
been launched by the United Jewish Relief Agencies 
of Canada at a national meeting of the UJ.R.A. 
and the Canadian Jewish Congress.

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“TWO YEARS AFTER 


YESTERDAY marked the second anniversary of the 
unconditional surrender of Germany. On May 8, 1945, 
atter a dread ordeal of almost six years, the Nazi menace 
to civilisation was ended. By a happy chance, yesterday's 
anniversary coincided with the festival of Lag b’Omer, 
which tradition associates with the miraculous abatement of 
a plague that threatened the disciples of the renowned 
Rabbi Akiba in Eretz Yisrael, 18 centuries ago. In the

modern Yishuv, this occasion is ordinarily celebrated with 


a spirit of rejoicing that would obviously prove difficult of 
attainment during the present crisis. Nor, throughout 
world Jewry, can the remembrance of humanity's recent 
delivérance from fearful peril bring that feeling of 
unalloyed happiness which it should. 


Beyond all other victims of Nazism, the Jews have 
suffered immeasurably more, both in length of time and 
in severity [heir martyrdom began in 1933, and was, 
therefore, prolonged for more than twice the years of the 
actual war. The majority of the Jewish population ol 
Europe were deliberately exterminated under conditions of 
the most fiendish crucity As the Jews endured such 
unparalleled agony, $o the prospect of deliverance assumed 
for them an especial significance. Nobly did they play 
their part with the Allies who fought for freedom. With 
the armies on every battle-front, and with the patriot resis- 
tance forces “ underground,” they participated heroically 
in the struggle. ‘Their valour, for example, in the ghetto 
of Warsaw has just elicited a tribute-—the. latest in a series 
from many sources—-from Mr. Bevin, visiting the scene on 
his way home from the Moscow Conference. Famous 
siatesmen and soldiers and scientists of Jewish birth 
rendered outstanding service to the common cause. ‘It 
might have been expected that victory would, without 
question, herald the dawn of freedom and justice for the 
remnant of Jewry. Ihe proclamation of the Four 
Freedoms and the Charter of the United Nations seemed 
to assure that the defeat of Nazism would inaugurate a 
new era of happiness for the oppressed. Ihe mood of 
two years ago was in keeping with the lyrical utterance of 
ancient Hebrew prophecy: “How. beautiful upon the 
mountains are the feet of the messenger of good tidings, 
that announceth peace, the harbinger of good tidings, that 
announceth salvation; that saith unto Zion: * [hy God 


reigneth!" 


In proportion as hopes were high, so the more bitterly 
have they been doomed to disappointment. [he atrocious 
Nuremberg Laws were abolished immediately upon the 
Allied occupation of Germany. But the underlying spirit 
of anti-Semitism has not even been extirpated from 
that land but has spread far and wide. It would be wrong 
to think that this everywhere indicates the growth of con- 
scious and deliberate hostility towards Jews. Often it is 
rather a symptom of the general malaise which seems— 
temporarily at least—to have overtaken the whole of 
contemporary civilisation. The attempts of the United 
Nations and the Allied Powers to establish a better inter- 
national order have been frustrated by political rivalries 
and selfish interests. In such an atmosphere, the Jews, from 
their exposed world position as a scattered minority, must 
necessarily be the foremost sufferers. They are truly the 
prototypes of suffering humanity, and they inevitably 
symbolise the sorrows of a world that has gone astray from 
the paths of righteousness. Likewise, within each separate 
State, the propagation of rigid ideologies, based upon the 
exclusive interests of particular sections and classes, and 
forgetful of the overriding moral compulsions with regard 
to the individual soul, induces an atmosphere of intolerance 
and suspicion which poisons normal relationships between 
the Jew and his neighbour. Were such conditions allowed 
to prevail, they would spell demoralisation and ruin. All 
religiously-minded citizens will, therefore, welcome the 
official announcement of the King’s desire for the obser- 
vance of a National Day of Prayer and Dedication next 
July, which, by chance, will coincide with the Fast of 
Tammuz, inaugurating the solemn, Three Weeks of Mourn- 
ing in the Jewish calendar. If, in the meantime, the 
thoughts of all are directed towards serious reflection and 
resolve for a better way of life, the future may be faced 
with greater confidence. 


In ancient Israel, the institution of the Sabbatical Year 
meant the hallowing of human activities to the service of 
God, by release from impoverishment and slavery. Two 
periods of seven years have now elapsed since, in 1933, 
Nazism rose to power in Germany. But no release has 
yet come to thousands of those who are euphemistically 
termed “displaced persons.” It brings shame upon 
Christendom that, two years after the Allied victory, these 
“prisoners of hope” are still languishing in confinement 
as homeless outcasts. Even the fate of the projected Inter- 
national Refugee Organisation still rests in the balance. 
But in apportioning blame for the failure of the nations, 
let us not overlook Israel's own share of responsibility. 
Any judgment we pass upon others reflects in some 
measure Our OWn want Of success in spreading the funda- 
mental truths of the Torah as to the spiritual unity of 
mankind... 


FIRST PHASE AT U.N. 


THE United Nations Assembly has wisely resisted the Arab 
attempts to force its discussions out of their limited frame- 
work of procedure. The resistance was as prudent as the 
Arab attempt was ill-advised. The present Assembly lacks 
the competence to embark on a discussion of substance. 
The issue of Jewish representation also appears to have 
been satisfactorily settled by the decision to invite the 
Jewish Agency to appear before the Political. Committee. 
This body is an exact replica of the Assembly as a whole, 
so that the distinction between an appearance before it 
and an appearance before the General Assembly is 
scarcely more than a formal subtlety. 

It is to be hoped that the projected Committee of Inquiry 
will not confine its scrutiny to the local Palestinian scene, 
but will examine also the Jewish problem im its international 
aspect—the apparently never-ending problem of refugees 
and displaced persons. It is the relation of this probiem 
to Palestine which makes the issue a direct challenge to 
the human conscience; and it is this connection between 
the Jewish people as a whole and the National Home in 
Palestine which gave the Palestine Mandate its chief 
import. It will be wrong for any new commission to begin 
with a clean slate, irrespective of the moral obligations 
which the civilised world undertook when the Mandate 
for Palestine was ratified a quarter of a century ago. 


Every Jew would hope that when the commission visits 
Palestine, its appraisal of the Yishuv should not be marred 
by the sinful distortion of terrorist acts. One of the worst 
features of the terrorist movement is that it portrays the 
moral and spiritual purposes of Zionism in an entirely 
false and inaccurate light. It has already done untold 
harm not only in Great Britain but also in other countries, 
whose sympathies are being alienated at the very time when 
they are most needed. Should the terrorists thus succeed 
in distorting the picture before the tribunal of the civilised 
world, they would add their most heinous offence to the 
many which they have already committed against Jewish 
discipline and Jewish prospects. 


It should not be overlooked that it is not the Jews and 
the Arabs alone who are facing an exacting trial. The 


prestige of the United Nations, on which so many high. 


hopes depend, will be profoundly influenced by the manner 
in which this intricate problem is resolved. Should the 
United Nations assert itself on behalf. of international 
equity, bestowing sympathy upon those who have suffered 
and conferring national status upon those who lack it 
most, the hopes of the oppressed and downtrodden every- 
where will be buoyed up anew. Should the United Nations 
deviate from equity under pressure of power politics or 
menace of revolt, it is not the Jews alone who will reap 
the whirlwind. Not for the first time in history inter- 
national morality will be tested on the Jewish touchstone. 
Should the ordeal be safely passed, the Jews and all man- 
kind will share the consequent relief. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE 


GRATIFYING in the extreme is the remarkable success which 
has attended the initiation by Jews’ College of its scheme of 
University Extension Courses. Started as something of an 
experiment, the venture has more than justified the hopes of its 
sponsors. Throughout three months of exceptionally severe 
weather, a weekly average of well over 90 students regularly 
attended the lectures. Those who attended were lay men and 
women, young and old, engaged in the ordinary avocations of 
life, whose enthusiasm led them voluntarily to devote their 
evening leisure to Jewish study. They were moved by no spirit 
of dilettantism, for their courses, conforming to the high stan- 
dard required by the University, included serious written work. 
Several of them gained distinction in the subsequent examina- 
tions conducted by eminent independent Professors appointed 
by the University. Indeed the Registrar of the University has 
testified that these particular courses were among the most 
successful they had ever held. All this must give the utmost 
encouragement to the authorities of Jews’ College and to the 
other bodies collaborating with them in this important educa- 
tional work. It is evident that, given proper support by the 
Community, the College is well qualified to render in the future 
even wider service to the spiritual and cultural life of Anglo- 
Jewry. Rightly does it conceive of its sphere of work as includ- 
ing not only the training of Rabbis and Ministers, but also the 
training of a learned and wise laity. This line of approach 
accords both with Jewish tradition and with the needs of the 
times. As was shown at last Sunday's reunion of students, there 
is a real thirst for knowledge, which may develop into a truly 
inspiring adult education movement. Particularly pleasing is 
the fact that the work of Jews’ College is becoming increasingly 
recognised by London University. Rabbi Dr. Il. Epstein, as 
head of the College, has been invited to take an official part 
in the Academic Procession at the London University’s 
Presentation Day ceremonies this month. When the College 
celebrates its 90th birthday next year, we may hope that it 
will have established a lasting collaboration with the University.

and eagerly used by the Allied Governments for 


the purposes of political warfare. Certainly 
British Jewry cannot afford to neglect this unique 
institution. There is much difficult work to be 


done in anti-defamation, and questions are often 
asked about the means to do it. One answer is 
ready: in the Wiener Library will be found the 
tools for the job.

THE CHIEF RABBINATE 
Federation Grants 


To the Editor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—In the statement issued by the Honorar) 
Officers of the United Synagogue, there seems to be 
a veiled suggestion that an undertaking by the 
Federation of Synagogues to make an annual grant 
of £1,000 (apart from marriage fees) to the Chief 
-Rabbinate might prove not to be very reliable. 
How littl foundation there is in such a suggestion 
may be seen from the records of the Federation in 
regard to the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Educauion. 

In the case of the Federation, it was necessary 
for all the affiliated synagogues, some 70 in number, 
tO pass separate resolutions at general meetings to 
impose the education tax, mevitably a_ lengthy 
process, but over 90 per cent of the Federation 
Synagogues have already imposed this tax. In order 
to help meet the budget of the London Board, the 
Federation voted an mmmediate payment of £5,000, 
of which £2,000 was a grant and £3,000 in advance 
of tax receipts. Such an action spontancously 
taken by the Federation should have been sufficient 
to convince any fair-minded man that the Federa- 
tion was determined to fulfil its communal responsi- 
bilities. Uf further proof were required, it was 
certainly supplied subsequently when, finding that 
the London Board was in need of funds, the 
Federation transmitted a further sum of £4,000, the 
full proceeds of the education tax, and did not 
recoup itself as to the £3,000 previously advanced, 
thus making a totai of £9,000. 

The Federation by action, not by words, has 
shown how anxious it is to help in the genera! 
religious work of the community.

Dr. Hermann Adler, when Chief Rabbi. acted 
independently as Rav as his right and not as a 
servant of the Unned Synagogue. This often caused 
a certain amount of friction between the Hon 
Officers of that body and himself, and when, after 
his death, the appomtment of a successor was dis- 
cusse the attempt was made to elect a Chief 
Rabbi who could be dictated to by the Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue. Dr. Drachman, 
who more or less knew the conditions, thereupon 
withdrew his intention of standing for election. It 
is common talk that Dr. Hertz, because of his 
independence as Rav, had continuous unpleasant- 
ness with the Hon. Officers. Of course, one must 
realise that in the past the largest part of the Chief 
Rabbis emoluments has been borne by the United 
Synagogue and, therefore, up to a point they have 
the right to call the tune. But, in order not to 
create a split, | would suggest the Federation and 
other. bodies interested should contribute at least 
half of the emoluments and thereby earn the same 
rights and equal representation to the United 
Synagogue.—-Mrk.

HOME SLOTION 


In Your Garden 


SHE havoc wrought by the severe weather to 
crops th rele ghout thi has 
gardeners to make good the mevitable shortage 

that will occur, by producing the maximum of food 
from thei plots. But there i another and less 
spectacula: to ihe hard ithe hiting 
winds and the floods Many beautiful flower 
gardens have been ravaged and present gaps to 
ther owners who had spent hours in vainly 
attempting to identity some of their most cherished 
plants im the sodden earth 

Ry row. it should be porssibic to decide what 
has survived; and if a bush or plant 1s no longes 
living. there is no excuse for leaving it in th 
ground. Even box hedge has been killed off this 
vear. and if you are in doult as to whether a 
pla or shrub alive dead. break 
otf a iwig, @S near as Pos ibic to Hus roots lf 
the twie is tough and resilient, there is sap. and 
the plant will ultimately recover If wt snaps off in 
your hand, the sap has ceased to flow. and the 
plant should be pulled out by iis roots 

And now, having decently and reverently disposed 
of the dead, the gardener looks ruefully at the 
gaps in his once smiling and colourful array. But. 
with some imngenuity, u is possible to make good 
the loss, at any rate so tar as the coming summer: 
ins concerned Hardy annuals can be sown now. to 
mive a really good show by the summer: and to 
hil in gaps that later can be replanted with flowe: 
ing bushes or more permanent plants. The most 
obvious among the hardy annuals are marigolds 
and nasturiiums, and both of these do well to 
cover up a gap made by the removal of a flowering 
sh ub But unfortunately marigolds 
seed almost as extensively and as persistentls AS 
the most unwanted weed. And unless you take 
good care throughout the summer to pick off all 
hiossoms once they bevin to tade. your space will 
become a marigold bed next year and the year 
alter that. too.

As 
they will grow very tall, i t wise to plant them 
somewhere near a wall or fence to which thev can 
later be tied in order to avoid their blowing down 
in the autumn gales 

Some of the gaps should be teli unplanted for 
the reception of small plants which have been 
ransed under glass. Plants such as ten-week stocks 
and anturhinum, which from hot climates, 
will not grow im one season in this country. They 
need forcing under glass, either in a greenhouse of 


under cloches. But they should soon be available 
for planting out, and once settled in their new 
home, they quickly grow and bloom throughout the 


Gardeners’ Nightmare 


Weeding ts one of the nightmares of most gar- 
deners. and the coldest and most inciement of! 
winters never seem to kill off weeds. In fact as 
the snow and frost melted this year, the weeds 
began with redoubled energy, and are everywhere 
in evidence 

Before you plant any annual seeds, be very care- 
ful to weed the space in which you plant them as 
you turn over the soil. Also take good note oft 
the structhire and leaf of vour seedling, so that 
when it begins to come back, you can quickly 
identify it, and distinguish tt from its unwanted 
bed-fellows who must be removed on sight. The 
trouble with weeds is that they take up a propor- 
tion of the nourishment of the soil, and thus 
detract from the growth and maturity of the plants. 
However, with patience and energy they can be 
kept down 

if you are considering growing some ol the 
sweet-scented anouals mentioned above choose a 
spot or gap near a window which is generally open 
in summer time The scent of mignonette, stocks, 
alyssum, and candytult comme an open window 
is a welcome amenity to any home, and can be 
acquired with only a moderate output of industry 
and patience Plant the sunflowers and talle 
plants some distance from your window, where thei 
proportions and colour can be seen to advantage 


CAREERS ADVICE 

The Minister. of Education has announced. an 
important alteration im the Teachers’ Emergency 
Training Scheme for men candidates on/y. In view 
of the large number of men already accepted unde: 
the scheme tor tramimg as primary and secondary 
teachers—4t anticipated that the total number 
of places for men in the emergency training colleges 
will be 9,000 and that by 1950 the number of men 
teachers available will greatly exceed that required 
to Maintain a normal balance in the schools 
between men and women teachers—n has been 
decided, for the present, that no further applica- 
tions from men candidates can be considered after 
June 30, 1947, or, in the case of those serving 
overseas, August 31 Applications should, there- 
fore, be submitted immediately on the appropriate 
form, to be obtained from the Minrstry of Educa- 
tion, Teachers Branch (R.E.1.).
